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Shaw employees in strike position 


Talks with union 
break down. 


With a deadline of 12 a.m this 
morning for a strike or lock-out, 
talks between the Shaw Festival and 
union representatives had broken 
down with no date set to get back to 
the table at press time. 

An announcement from the 
Shaw Tuesday said “numerous 
negotiation sessions” have taken 
place to resolve outstanding issues 
with the facilities bargaining unit, 


which represents housekeeping and 
maintenance staff and is attempting 
to settle its first contract. 

Shaw said parties from both sides 
met with a mediator a week ago and 
came to a tentative agreement on 
the facilities contract, but that 
agreement fell apart in a matter of 
hours. Negotiations continued 
Monday were again unsuccessful, 
and Shaw public relations director 
Odette Yazbeck said yesterday 
morning no new talks had been 
scheduled. 

"At this point in time we’re on 
stand-by.”

audience sales and services and 
production contracts, which 
expired in 2008, had also been 
unsuccessful. 


If a strike or lock-out ensues, as it 
could as early as today, some set 
work—building and fitting them on¬ 
stage—will stop, but ticket sales, 
wardrobe and scene painting can 
continue, and work will go on in 
preparation for the April 1 preview 
opening of the festival’s 49th season, 
said Yazbeck, with the hope of a set¬ 
tlement before the opening is put in 
jeopardy. 

“The Shaw remains willing to 
return to the bargaining table as it 
continues to prepare to launch its 
49th season," die release said. 

While the Shaw has declined to 
talk specifics, leaving the issues on 


the table, Doug Ledingham, presi¬ 
dent of Local 461 of the 
International Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employees says negotiations 
fell apart over wording that would 
have allowed Shaw to contract work 

He said he remains hopeful par¬ 
ties will get back to the negotiation 

The union has no plans to strike. 

But if the facilities unit is locked 
out by management, he said, the 
other two bargaining units without 
a contract will strike. 

"It’s all or nothing," he said.

This may mean that if you are there with a sprained ankle, 
you might wait while the ER medical staff rush someone seriously injured 
in an automobile accident past you into immediate care. 

Urgent Care Centres are a fast alternative for residents needing 
non-emergency medical care. With shorter wait times and fewer patients 
than ER departments, Urgent Care Centres provide medical attention, 
lab and diagnostic testing for unexpected minor illnesses and injuries that 
are not life-threatening. 

There are three Niagara Health Urgent Care locations. The Douglas 
Memorial Site at 230 Bertie Street in Fort Erie and the Port Colborne Site 
at 260 Sugarloaf and Steele Streets in Port Colborne are both open 24/7. 

In St. Catharines, the Urgent Care Centre is located at 155 Ontario Street. 

It is open daily, including weekends and holidays, from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

Patient wait times at Urgent Care Centres on average range from two 
to two and a half hours. Wait times for non-emergency patients in ERs 
for comparable conditions and treatments range between six to seven 
hours. By going to Urgent Care Centres, patients will benefit from shorter 
wait and treatment times. 


The new 375-bed acute care hospital, currently under construction at 
Fourth Avenue and First Street in St. Catharines, will provide emergency 
and complex acute-care services for the people living in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, Thorold, St. Catharines and area. 

The new hospital will have both an “Urgent Care Centre” and an “Emer¬ 
gency Room.” Upon arrival, patients will be ‘triaged’ or assessed to deter¬ 
mine their level of seriousness. Patients experiencing non-life threaten¬ 
ing health-care concerns will be directed to the Urgent Care Centre, while 
those patients in need of more immediate medical attention will be treated 
in the Emergency Room.

Smart meter installation should 
prompt us to learn to conserve 


oNOTL residents, like all 
Ontario Hydro consumers, are 
getting new hydro meters. 
What’s the big deal? 

There are some who believe so- 
called 'smart meters,' which will be 
able to read exacdy what time of 
day, which day, month and season 
we are using electricity, are a ploy to 
allow us to be charged more for the 
power we use. 

Well, it may turn out that way, if we 
allow it. 

Because ultimately how much elec¬ 
tricity we use and when we use it, 
and therefore how much we pay for 
it, is up to us. 

If we choose to we will be able to 
shift the use of expensive electrical 
appliances to the time of day when 
hydro is least expensive. 

And while that is a benefit to our 


budget, more importantly, we will 
be helping to conserve energy in the 
future, make better use of our elec¬ 
tricity resources and slow the growth 
in demand for power. 

That is the intended goal of the 
province, and should be our goal as 
well. 

We can change our behaviour. We 
don’t need pool pumps, electric 
water tanks, chest freezers and beer 
fridges running 24 hours a day. 

We can do laundry early in the 
morning or later in the evening, and 
we can run the dishwasher while we
